XLIXTH CONGRESS. 


In the Senate on the 10th a bill was favora- 











committee on public buildings to inform the 
Senate as to the aggregate 
of money recommended for public build- 
ings this season. Senator oar offered 
a resolution directing the commit- 
tee on library to report on the expediency 
of erecting a monument to General Han- 
cock, and it was agreed to. The educational 
bill was discussed and laid over, and an 
amendment to the Sherman silver bill was 
passed....Inthe House resolutions of re- 
spect to the eer! of General Hancock 
were adopted, and the House adjourned. 

In the Senate on the llth Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) 
introduced a bill for the repeal of all treaties 
permitting Chinamen to come to this coun- 
try. After several private measures had 
been disposed of, the bill regulating promo- 
tions of West Point graduates was debated 
and passed. The “Fourth of July Claims” 
bill passed, and now goes to the President. 
There was a lengthy debate on the Educa- 
tional bill, but without disposing of it the 
Senate adjourned to the l5th..... -In the 
House Mr. Beach (N. Y.) objected and thus 
prevented the introduction of a bill fora 
pension to the widow of General Hancock. 
The Indian a oe ee oe bill was referred 
to the committee of the whole. Several 
other measures of minor importance were 
placed on the calendar, and the bill toen- 
able National banks to increase their capi - 
tal passed. The House went into committee 
ot the whole on the Fitz-John Porter bill, 
debate on which occupied the remainder of 
the session. 

THE Senate was not in session on the 12th 
ccccce In the House, after the reference of a 
large nnmber of Senate bills to the appro- 
priate committees the Spedker proceed - 
ed to call committees for reports ofa prt- 
vate nature. Atthe conclusion of the call 
the House went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Hammond, of Georgia. in the 
chair, on the private calendar. At its even- 
ing session the House passed a hundred 
pension bills, and adjourned. 

THE Senate was not in session on the :Sth, 
In the House the Speaker presented the re- 
ply of the Postmaster-General in relation to 
the Eight-Hour law, stating in substance 


that it was not applicabie to letter carriers. 
A resolution calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information as to the money s 
and funds seized or collected by Generals 
Banks and Butlerinthe Department of the 
Gulf, was adopted. A number of bills were 
reported from committees and placed upon 
the calendar. At the expiration 
Mhraing berur tho Gouse went into commit- 
tee of the whole on the Fitz-John Porter 
bill, but no final action was reached. After 
the transaction of some unimportant busi- 
ness the House adjourned. 


In the Senate 6n the 15th the reply of Sec- 
retary Lamar toa resolution directing him 
to furnish certain Information was read and 
referred. A bill granting General Grant’s 
widow the franking privilege was passed. 
A bill for “relief of mission Indians in Cali-

Tue treasurer of the Texas Live Stock 
Association claims that the cattle general- 
ly have wimtered better than usual. 

A DISASTROUS FLOOD is imminent along 
the upper Mississippi unless the weather 
turns colder and locks up the overflowing 
streams now pouring their torrents into 
that river. . 

A PASSENGER TRAIN of the Alabama 
Great Southern road ran over a broken 
rail near Coaling, on the 13th, and four cars 
were derailed. The passengers were badly 
shaken up, but nobody was seriously hurt. 

Gro. Gray, colored, concealed himself in 
an ambush on the night of the 13th by the 
side of a road leading out from Pine Bluff, 
Ark., along which he knew an old man 
named Vincent would pass. When Vineent 
came opposite Gray jumped. out and beat 
the old man to death with a club and then 
robbed him. 

Morrison’s tariff bill was introduced in 
the House on the 15th.

THE entire business portion of Flagstaff, 
Arizona, was destroyed by fire on the 13th. 
The loss will reach $100,000, upon which 
there was only $15,000 insurance.

Thomas Henry, a wholesale crockery 
merchant of Mobile, Ala., who during the 
war supplied the Confederate army with 
drugs, and was noted for his liberality 
toward Catholic institutions, died recently 
at the age of seventy years. 

The Grand Jury at Nashville, Tenn., has 
indicted Ben Brown, Nelson Joslin, Simon 
Fox and Foster Joslin, all colored, for mur- 
der in the first degree. They are charged 


with killing Frank Arnold, the negro whose’ 


mutilated body was recently found in 
“Hell’s Half Acre.” The quartet pleaded 
not guilty. 

Thornton Augustus Rudd and his wife, 
Mary Marcissa, an old colored couple, liv- 
ing at Louisville, Ky., recently celebrated 
their golden wedding at their home. They 
were married February 11, 1836. The old 
man is eighty and his wife seventy-six 
years old. They have no children. 

Green Gunn. who, with four others, was 
arrested for entering the house of Thomas 
Burt, on Turkey Creek, Coffee County 
Tenn., in disguise and shooting him after 
he refused to give up $3,000 in his posses- 
sion, has made a confession. He impli- 
cated the rest of the party, and said Joe 
Clark, his father-in-law, compelled him to 
join in the raid. 

George Robinson, colored, who murdered 
Wittle Parker, white, at Monroe, La. 
about two months ago, was arrested a 
Cleveland, Miss., a few days ago, and was 
placed in jail at Vicksburg to await the ar- 
rival of Sheriff McGuire, of Monroe. 

The jury before whom Wm. Jackson was 
tried at Owensboro, Ky., for the murder of 
Freeman Williams found him guilty of 
manslaughter, and fixed his punishment at 
twenty-one years in the penitentiary. 
Jackson was noted as one of the most des- 
perate characters in Davies County, and

ENGLISH POLITICS. 


Wet All Harmony In the New Ministry-- 
Indications of Popular Feeling--Method- 
ism and Politics--Lord Randolph Churoh- 
ill’s Views--The Threatened Breach in the 
Irish Ranks Bridged, Etc., Etc., , 

Lonpon, Feb. 14.—The first meeting 
of the Cabinet for the purpose of con- 
sidering Mr. Gladstone’s programme in 
the coming session of Parliament will be 
held on Tuesday. As yet the order of 
Parliamentary business remains unde- 
cided, except that it is considered certain 
that Mr. Gladstone will insist upon the 
urgency of settling the question affecting 
Irish land tenure. The first symptoms of 
possible dissension in the Cabinet are be- 
ing manifested in consequence of the de- 
mand of Mr. Chamberlain, President of 
the local government board, that a local 
government bill embracing hand allot- 
ments to laborers shall either precede or 
accompany the government’s Irish legis- 
lation. Mr. Chamberlain’s ground for 
the demand is that the late government 
having been defeated, by reason of its 
opposition to a declaration in favor of 
land allotments, (the Collings amend- 
ment) the present government is, there- 
fore, bound to carry out the spirit 
shown by the House in adopting that 
amendment. 

The result of the elections at Newcas- 
tle and Hackney greatly strengthened Mr. 
Gladstone’s position by their moral ef- 
fect. Both canvasses turned upon the 
question of home rule and in both cases 
the government policy was sustained, in- 
dicating that the constituencies are ready 
to support immediate treatment of the 
home rule matter. 

Government circles are especially 
elated over the large majority (2,661) by 
which Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, was re-elected for Newcastle. 
They take it as showing that the country 
is ready fora clear declaration of Mr. 
Gladstone’s Irish policy, as heretofore 
only vaguely outlined. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, referring to the 
signs of Cabinet discord mentioned above, 
urges the government to take advantage 
of the prestige conferred by the results 
at Newcastle and Hackney, and to crown 
the victory by purging the Cabinet of the 
elements opposed to home rule. 

The resignation of the Earl of Fife from 
the presidency of the Scotch Liberal Asso- 
ciation has bad no appreciable effect upon 
the party in Scotland. The Earl’s mani- 
festo denouncing Mr. Gladstone’s home- 
rule policy as tending toward Socialism, 
and as menacing the integrity of the Em- 
pire, is treated with indifference in his 
native country, but its warning seems to 
be resulting in further accessions to what 
may be called the ‘‘national’’ wing of the 
Liberals in England. 

One of the singular features of the po- 
litical situation is that the Methodists 
have got into a quarrel among themselves 
over the home rule question. The Irish 
Methodists’ committee recently declared 
against home rule. This mixing in poli- 
tics seems to have irritated the members 
of that church in England, and it is said 
on good authority that a motion is to be 
presented at the coming general confer- 
ence, setting forth that “it is contrary to 
the spirit and usages of Methodism for 
any committee to declare an attitude of 
the church upon a political policy con- 
cerning which wide differences of opin- 
ion involving no moral question exist.” 

Lord Randolph Churchill in a speech 
last night remarked that perhaps the gov- 
ernment would find time to perform the 
sober duty of preserving order in Lon- 
don. Everybody was aware, he said, 
that disorder prevailed in Ireland, but 
until lately no one had thought that a 
riot was possible in London. He ridi- 
culed Mr. Childers as Home Secretary, 
and denounced that gentleman for having 
assumed the presidency of the committee 
to inquire into the causes of the recent 
outbreak, alleging that the object of the 
Home Secretary in putting himself at the 
head of the committee was to take care 
that the blame of the riots was not laid 
at the door of the Home Office. Lord 
Randolph said that he believed that 
Mr. Gladstone’s parliamentary ‘‘trickery”’ 
would disgust and alarm the country. 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Parnell had com- 
bined their forces to overthrow the Con- 
servative ministry. Herbert Gladstone, 
he declared, was a willing tool of Mr. 
Parnell. The speaker said that if the 
Conservatives returned to power their 
government would be the only one iu Ire- 
land. Mr. John Morley’s ignorance re- 
garding Ireland was only equalled by his 
arrogance. Lord Randolph prophesied 
that Mr. Morley would have a short ca- 
reer as Irish Secretary, and announced 
that ke intended to visit Belfast to ex- 
change views on the Irish question with 
the leading men of the city. 

Concord has been temporarily restored 
to the Irish parliamentary party, which 
during the last week was threatened with 
disruption. As matters stand now, Mr. 
Siggar will not resign from Parliament 
and Mr. Healy and his friends wil) give 
united support to Mr. Parnell’s policy in 
Parliament, though they will refuse to 
permit Mr. O’Shea to share in their coun- 
cils or to act with them on the parlia- 
mentary committees. Mr. O’Shea will, 
therefore, occupy a rather uncomfortable 
position of isolation in his party, but it is 
expected that he will become Mr. Par- 
nell’s diplomatic agent in the negotiations 
to be carried on from time to time with 
Mr. Gladstone. 

The News states that Mr. Parnell at 
Gaiway threatened that if Mr. Healy and 
Mr. Biggar did not allow him to have his 
own way in giving the party nomination 
to Captain O’Shea instead of to Mr. 
Lynch, the local choice, he would re- 
sign and retire from political life. Com- 
menting on this fact, the News says that 
the Irish leader made it clear that he 
meant just what he said. The paper 
adds: ‘But this game can not be played 
too often. This threat is Parnell’s last 
card and it may some day be trumped 
by sgn pees and be followed, if neces-

The nearly 
unanimous tone of press comments is 
that of discontent at the failure to have 
the charges against the Chelsea member 
probed to the bottom. The cloud that 
now remains over him is almost as dis- 
astrous to his prospects as ever an ad- 
verse legal judgment would have been, 
for it will be impossible to avoid the gen- 
eral verdict that he could not afford to 
meet and squarely fight the accusations 
against him. There is mingled with this 
feeling a general verdict that England hag 
lost the serviccs of a statesman of muci 
practical sagacity. 
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A TERRIBLE CRIME. 


A Young Lady Set Upon Bya Vindictive 
Ruaffain at Windsor, Ill., and Bound, 
Gagged and Hanged to a Cherry Tree-- 
Timely Rescue By a Brother of the Vic- 
tim--The Young Lady In a Precarious 
Condition. 

WINDSOR, IIl., Feb. 14.—Miss Georgia 
Aldridge, daughter of H. H. Aldridge, of 
this village, had a narrow escape Friday 
evening from being hung by an unknown 
villain.

Hearing a noise as of 
some one in distress, he entered his fath- 
er’s yard. He was horrified to find hang- 
ing to the tree the apparently lifeless 
body of his sister. It was quickly cut 
down by him and carried indoors. Her 
body was cold, but the presence of a very 
feeble pulse assured him that life was not 
yet extinct. Physicians were quickly 
called, and active restoratives applied. 
After two hours rubbing and applications 
of hot irons she began to show 
signs of reviving. In the moments of 
reviving she would shriek: ‘Oh, 
that man! That man! I'll die firat! God 
hetp me!’? All day she laid in a stupor 
betwixt life and death. Hernervous sys- 
tem had received such a shock that it may 
be days and weeks before she will regain 
her right mind and be able to give a clear 
account of her trials. She must have 
been hanging by the neck for several min- 
utes. On the floor of the room which she 
occupied was found a note evidently writ- 
ten by the would-be ravisher after he had 
hung her to the tree and before her 
brother discovered her. The letter is 
addressed to her father, and with the foul 
words erased, of which there were many, 
reads as follows: 

Old Dr. Aldridge, your daughter is dead. I 
believe I did not kiilher. I said I would be 
even with you and I watch my chance a long 
time and now I think Lam mighty nigh even 
with you. Maybe you think that every- 
body is afraid of you and your upstart son. 
Iam not afraid ofthe devil himself. I did 
not go to scare her to death. When I 
lifted her up she was dead. She was scared 
to death, I didnot kill her, but let her go, 
Dr. Aldridge, look out! Some men are dan- 
gerous. Good-by. Yoncan not find me. [ 
will be far off,s0 remember me. I will lay 
for you and some other folks in this town. | 

No name was signed to the letter. The 
object of writing it is almost inexplicable, 
It must have been done by the fiend in 
the moments of excitement following the 
killing. No arrests have been made. 
Strong suspicions are directed against a 
Windsor man. The _ evidence, while 
strong, is purely of a circumstantial 
nature. It is important to hear 
the young lady’s account that 
she may give when her mind is 
restored. In this particular, the present 
case resembles the Emma Bond affair. 
She can only give detached circumstances 
connected with the assault. Windsor has 
fairly flamed with indignation because of 
the outrage. There is an Anti-Horse-Thicf 
Association, which is a kind of a vigilance 
committee. A meeting was called for last 
night to take the outrage into considera- 


tion. 

Miss Aldridge is a young lady, aged 
twenty-four, and is highly respected. 
She is of a retiring disposition and sel- 
dom goes out in society. Tuesday night 
she chose to remain at home and read to 
going to the church festival that attrasted 
her parents. Being at home alone and 
unprotected made her an easy prey. The 
house in which the outrage took place is 
in a thickly settled part of the town, and 
it is a mystery that the scene could have 
taken place without alarming the neigh- 
bors. 

At ten o’clock last night Miss Aldridge’s 
condition was very much worse than it 
was in the morning. She lies abed ina 
semi-comatose condition, and grave fears 
are entertained that she will not recover 
from the shock. She no longer has her 
intervals of returning consciousness. 
She no longer recognizes her friends at . 
the bedside. Knots of men stand on the 
street talking over the remarkable case.

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UNHEALTHY MINDS. 


Morbidness, Accompanied by Worry, One 
of Woman's Greatest Enemies. 

The tendency of the times is to 
mental overwork. 

Among men political ambition and 
the desire to accumulate property are 
the stimulants. The question-‘‘How 
shall we keep from starving?’’ and 
“‘Who is to be the next President?” are 
ever before them. But women are the 
principal sufferers from the effects of 
this mental strain; social ambition 
and obligation, including church and 
charity work, constituting the goads. 
These are usually larger than the purse 
and strength, therefore to economise in 
the kitchen and lavish in the parlor 
and outside is the result, and a state of 
nervousness and morbidness arrived 
at that is undesirable. ‘What shall we 
wear?’’ ‘Ought we to visit her?’’ and 
‘‘Where shall we go when we die?”’ are 
the principal questions which engross 
the minds of women, and in which are 
involved many minor perplexities. 

A hovengny healthy mind has be- 
come one of the rarest of possessions. 
Among women it is seldom seen, but 
this is not to be wondered at when we 
remember how modern life has 
widened their sphere of activity, quick- 
ened their sense of individual re- 
sponsibility. Some women become 
morbid by er constantly of what 
they are expected to be. Never was 
there such high demand upon woman- 
hood as now. They say that they are 
expected to come up to a lofty 
standard and that society depends 
upon them for its highest pleasures. 
To be an ideal and yet to be severely 
real is the task set before them. The 
result is that many women undertake 
too much. The mind is overstrained 
to meet unreasonable expectation, and 
this modern tyranny of ideal women 
works havoc among those who, most 
sensitive to duty and impulsive aims, 
are sure to be most completely sacri- 
ficed. 

Women are also led into morbidness 
by what they supposed themselves ex- 

ected todo. Of late years the church, 

nevolent institutions and practical 
organizations for usefulness have laid 
heavy duties upon them. Nor can it 
be doubted that in these spheres of ac- 
tion they have rendered immense ser- 
vice to various enterprises. No one 
would hinder them in good works, and 
especially in those that belong by na- 
ture to womanly sympathy, yet it 
must be confessed that philanthropy 
has its temptations to dissipation and 
overwork as well as the most superfi- 
cial state of society. Women fall easily 
into the excitement of these schemes, 
and sometimes lose sight of the spirit 
of benevolence, in its broadest sense, 
in the work engaging their present at- 
tention. Sharp trial and disa point- 
ment oftentimes follow such labors. 
The strongest men have to be on the 
watch against the corroding influence 
of philanthropic effort. Women if dis- 
appointed in such endeavors are apt to 
grow more intense and less amiable. 
It surprises a woman not to attain 
her object, and failure strikes deeply 
into her heart and reveals itself in 
injuries to her character. And when 
the evil in the world is suddenly dis- 
closed to her in all its hideousness it is 
very likely to produce bitterness and 
rebellion against the confused and 
jarring economy of things under which 
we are living. 

The political question alone is suffi- 
cient to drive us all—men, women and 
children—to distraction. Think of the 
thousands of our citizens whose exist- 
ence depends, nearly or remotely, on 
the victory or failure of political par- 
ties, and who work all their life on the 
slippery edges of precipices! Add to 
this the petty wranglings between 
neighbors and in families during a 
campaign, and the concentrated agony 
of half our population on the morning 
after an election, or worse still the sus- 
pense of weeks that follow when the 
contest is close. 

The morbidness that so often accom- 
panies worry and disappointment is 
one of woman’s greatest enemies. It 
soon becomes a disease, a fierce and 
feverish consumption that destroys the 
strength and beauty of her life. If she 
has a work to do let her do it for love 
of the work, and not for the popularity 
wr fame or thanks that it may bring, 
sor altogether from a sense of duty, for 
lrer highest duty is to herself and fam- 
ily. Let woman work by all means, 
hut let her work unconsciously and 
self-forgetfully, for not otherwise can 
she have security against an evil that 
does her fearful harm. Let us remem- 
ber that the most desirable thing we 
can possess, both for ourselves and for 
the sake of those with whom we come 
in contact, is a healthy mind.—Lowise 
Phillips, in Chicago Current.

JEWISH FARMERS. 


Account of the Jewish Agricultural Colo- 
nies in Russia. 

Au interesting account is given in a 
German paper of the Jewish agricultu- 
ral colonies in Russia. These colonies 
owe their existence to the initiative of 
the Jews themselves, who during the 
reign of Alexander I., displayed a 
strong desire to devote themselves to 
agricultural pursuits. In 1858 the 
total number of agriculturists in Po- 
land was 28,391. Two years later there 
werein New Russia thirty-five colonies, 
with a population of 26,396. The gov- 
ernments of Kieff, Volhynia and 
Pedolia contained in 1879, ‘a total of 
fifty-six colonies in which 20,765 Jews 
were employed. The entire number of 
Jewish agriculturists does not fall far 
short of 100,000. The sun of prosperit 
did not shine upon them before ant 
periods of persecution came, and it 
would not have been surprising had 
they not altogether turned their backs 
upon agriculture. As it is their wages 
are not sufficient to maintain them and 
their families, and they are obliged, 
when the day’s work is over, to add to 
their earnings by hawking smal) 
articles of merchandise.— Evangelist.

A TAME BUTTERFLY. 
The Strange Pet Fondled By @ Philadel. 
phia Maiden. 
[Philadelphia News.) 
A butterfly in captivity is perhaps not 
an unusual thing to see, but a butterfly in 
captivity that has lived ina glass jar for 
three months and through the cold weather 
of winter is something that very few have 
had the opportunity of seeing, as a butter- 
fly’s existence is generally considered to 
last but a few weeks at the farthest. 
Miss Bessie Semon, daughter of William 
Semon, on Ninth street above Chestnut, is 
the owner of a specimen that she caught 
in the yard in the rear of Mr. Semon’s resi- 
dence, No. 1825 South Fifth street, early in 
October. When it was caught it was al- 
most dead with the cold.. She took it into 
&@ warm room and placed itina glass jar 
with a perforated lid, and the insect not 
only revived, but grew lively and seemed 
to take a liking to its new home. It is one 
ofthe large brown species, with wings 
fully an inch anda half long. 
While in its glass cage it manifests none 
of the desire to escape usually shown by 
insects in captivity, but moves around its 
glass house with its wings at rest, and it 
spends its time principally in dozing and 
feeding. When it was caught it was slen- 
der in body and hungry-looking, but on its 
feed of sugar and celery it has grown fat 
and round and almost too heavy to fly. 
Miss Bessie has made something of a pet 
of her butterfly, and every day she takes 
it out of the jar and gives it exercise. 


A News-gatherer was present yesterday 
when “Brownie” was given an airing. 
When the lid was removed from the jar the 
butterfly flew out and lit on its owner’s 
arm, spread its wings and took a good 
stretch. It then walked up her arm to her 
shoulder, took a look around and then 
flew around the room a couple of times, 
and returning lit on its little mistress’ 
head. It could be easily seen that the in- 
sect recognized its owner, for, though sev- 
eral times while it was on its flight she 
changed her position the butterfly each 
time flew to her. Another evidence that it 
knew her was found in the fact that when- 
ever any one else went near the butterfly 
it closed its wings together and remained 
perfectly quiet, whereas Miss Bessie need 
simply put her finger down beside it and 
the pretty insect would get up on it and 
then walk up her arm to her shoulder or 
head. Miss Semon is naturally proud of 
her unique little pet, and will make every 
effort to prolong its existence.
